HELD MAY 11, 1939. 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting duly published and posted as directed, the Town 
Meeting Members met at the Henry W. Hall School Audi- 
torium Thursday, May 11, 1939 at 8 o’clock P. M. to act upon 
the articles contained therein:

At 8:00 o’clock the meeting was called to order and a 
quorum was declared present by the Moderator Milford R. 
Lawrence, 121 Town Meeting Members being present at that 
time. 


Art. 1. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
$15,000. from the Excess and Deficiency Account, or raise and 
appropriate said amount of money, as a fund to be placed in 
the hands of a Board of Administration consisting of the 
Board of Selectmen and of the members of the Finance Com- 
mittee for the elective year 1939-1940 for the allocation by 
such Board to Falmouth Public Works Progress for or towards 
the relief of unemployment; or to do anything else in said 
matters. 

On request of Board of Selectmen. 
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Voted, that the Town do appropriate the sum of $15,000 
from the Excess & Deficiency account, and said fund be 
placed in the hands of a Board of Administration consisting 
of the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, the Chairman 
of the Finance Committee and the Chairman of the Plan- 
ning Board for the allocation by such Board to Falmouth 
Public Works Progress for or towards the relief of unemploy- 
ment. Unanimous vote. 


Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate or appropriate from the Excess and Deficiency Account 
a sum of money for the purpose of constructing a drawbridge 
over Eel Pond Channel to replace the drawbridge damaged 
and put out of use by the hurricane-tidal wave of September 
1938; said bridge to be either for temporary use during the 
1939 summer season or to be of a more permanent construc- 
tion adequate for a term of years; or to take any other action, 
including the borrowing of money, for said purposes, as may 
seem advisable.

Voted, that the Board of Selectmen be and hereby are 
authorized to petition the Massachusetts Legislature for an 
appropriation of an adequate sum of money to pay the cost 
of constructing a new permanent drawbridge over Eel Pond 
Channel at Woods Hole with full authority to act in this mat- 
ter. Unanimous vote, a quorum being present.

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Report of Highway Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


As your Highway Surveyor for the year 1939, I wish to 
make the following report of work accomplished by this de- 
partment during the past year. 


This year the department worked under the severe 
handicap imposed by the hurricane of the previous year. I 
am able to report the completion of our shore roads that were 
temporarily destroyed and repaired during the hurricane. 


In the construction of these shore roads and all Chapter 
90 roads, the department, acting for the town, contracted for 
the work; this was a departure from previous years and we 
thereby kept all the work confined to local people. 


The amount of work done under Chapter 90 left in the 
town approximately $20,000. Also there was work done under 
Chapter 90 Maintenance that left approximately $4500 in the 
town. 


On May 27th, I reported all roads open in the town with 
the exception of the Woods Hole bridge, thereby completing 
repairs to all storm damaged roads, before the influx of sum- 
mer visitors. 


I believe the pea stone process of improving the roads 
will work to great advantage in a saving and upkeep of the 
roads to the town. This process which I have adopted con- 
sists of applying one half an inch of crushed rock, and a 
bituminous surface. Rolled and crushed this surface pro- 
duces a road that is both durable and less subject to skids. 
To facilitate this work the town has purchased a spreader 
which distributes sand or stones evenly over the surface of 
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the roads. I find this machine of great use and a big im- 
provement over the old method of spreading by hand. 


In conclusion I wish to say all the equipment of the de- 
partment is in first class condition. I completed all work as 
planned, created more employment for the past year, thereby 
reducing the applications for welfare, and have at all times 
worked in harmony with all departments in the town.

The Milk has been tested as to the State Requirements; 
Total Solids 12%; Fat 3.35%; Cream not less than 15%; also 
test for bacteria, and every sample was found to be above the 
State requirements. The results of these tests are all kept 
on file in the Health Office and may be seen by anyone wish- 
ing to do so. A copy has also been sent to the producer or 
Cistributor. 


The carcasses of slaughtered animals inspected during 
the year were as follows: Hogs 202, Cows 3. We would like to 
call attention to the following regulation: 


“The carcasses of all animals that are slaughtered in the 
Town of Falmouth and are to be sold for food must, if ap- 
proved, be stamped by the Inspector of Animals at the time 
of slaughtering.” 


There have been 46 cases of dog bites and all dogs have 
been quarantined and inspected for symptoms of rabies. Four 
persons received anti-rabic treatment. Every person bitten 
by a dog should immediately have the wound cauterized and 
the physician must at once report it to this department. 


All cattle in the town were tested for tuberculosis during 
the months of August and September and all were found 
free from the disease. There were 428 cattle tested in a total 
of 162 herds. 


Two diphtheria cultures were taken and found to be 
negative. 

All complaints that have been received were officially 
acted upon. All stores and surroundings, hotels and other 
places selling food have been inspected several times through- 
out the year and changes have been made when recom- 
mended. 

An Immunization Clinic was held on Novemker 1st, 8th, 
15th and 22nd for the prevention of diphtheria under the 
direction of the State and local Health Departments.

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As a direct result of these clinics conducted over a period 
of sixteen years, there has been but one case of diphtheria re- 
ported in the Town of Falmouth since 1932. It is our desire 
to have these clinics continued every year in an effort to keep 
our record clear and the success of these clinics depends en- 
tirely upon the co-operation of the parents. It is interesting 
to note that since 1923 there has been a total of 1868 chil- 
dren immunized in our clinics and many more have been re- 
ported to us that have received immunization against diph- 
theria from their own family physician. We would like to 
thank the parents, nurses and any who have helped with 
transportation, or in any way, in making these clinics a suc- 
cess. 


We would like to call attention to the following Regula- 
tion: 

“All persons desiring to construct a cesspool or privy vault 
must first receive a permit to do so from the Board of Health 
as to the location of such cesspool or vault.” 


The State has also passed an Act requiring the licensing 
of Recreational Camps, Overnight Camps or Cabins and Trail- 
er Camps. The Board of Health of any city or town, in each 
instance after notice and a hearing, may grant, and may 
suspend or revoke, licenses of recreational camps, overnight 
camps or cabins or trailer camps located within such city 
or town, which license unless previously suspended or re- 
voked, shall expire on December 31st in the year of issue. The 
fee for such license shall be 50 cents. 


An Act requiring a serological test for syphilis of preg- 
nant women has also been passed, as follows: 


“A physician attending a pregnant woman in this Com- 
monwealth during gestation shall take or cause to be taken 
a sample of blood of such woman at the time of first exam- 
ination, and shall submit such sample for a standard sero- 
logical test for syphilis to a laboratory of the department or 
to a laboratory approved for such test by the department; 
provided, that not more than one physician attending a preg- 
nant woman during gestation shall be required to comply 
with the provisions of this section.” 
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Wasserman tubes, all culture tubes, vaccines and serums 
may be obtained by any physician at this office, at any time. 


The policy of the Chadwick Clinic was changed in 1939. 
Instead of doing the skin test for Tuberculosis each year, it 
has been decided to test the four upper grades, namely the 
9th, 10th, 11th and 12th every three years. Each year those 
who have been tested and found to be a reactor to the test, 
are X-rayed. No change in the X-rays from the previous 
year were noted in October, 1939. 


Owing to limited space in this report, it is impossible to 
have all of the Regulations of this department included in 
this report. Any person desiring a copy of them, may have a 
booklet containing the complete list by applying to this de- 
partment. 


Twice during the year we have called upon the Engineer- 
ing Department of the State Department of Public Health 
for investigations and recommendations. The waters of Fal- 
mouth Inner Harbor were anaylzed for pollution to shell fish 
and found to be free from pollution. Several complaints 
were received about odors arising from the drains in front 
of the Community Center and Weeks Block on Main Street 
and on two occasions engineers were sent down from the 
State Department who made thorough investigations, mak- 
ing subsequent reports and recommendations. Such recom- 
mendations were turned over to the proper department. 


We wish to thank the Nursing Association, the School 
Department, the Medical Fraternity, all societies and in- 
dividuals who have so kindly given their support and co- 
operation to this Department.

Dumps Report 


There are three dumps maintained by the Town of Fal- 
mouth, one at East Falmouth, one at North Falmouth and 
one on Gifford Street in Falmouth. 


We wish to call attention to the fact that persons taking 
garbage, rubbish, etc., to the dumps, MUST take it to the 
Dump nearest to them; however swill and garbage can only 
be dumped in the Gifford Street dump, the only dump that 
has facilities for taking care of it. 


The Dump Keeper reports that there were 11,183 loads 
of refuse or garbage taken to the Gifford Street dump during 
the year 1939. 


The Dump Regulations are as follows: 
The Gifford Street Dump hours will be from 8.00 A. M. 


to 6.00 P. M. daily. Sundays and Hoildays 9.00 A. M. to 12.00 
noon. 


1. All garbage shall be brought to the dump in covered 
trucks or in covered containers. 


2. Garbage must not be mixed with rubbish of any kind 
or description. 


3. All paper in any form shall be brought to the dump 
free from cans and all other incombustible materials. 
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4. Ashes shall not be mixed with other refuse of any 
sort. 


5. All refuse must be deposited where directed by the 
Dump Attendant. 


6. Nothing is to be removed from the Dump without per- 
mission of the Dump Attendant. 


7. Privy, vault, and cesspool contents, must not be placed 
in the Dump. 


8. No refuse will be allowed to be deposited in the Dump 
except during the Dump hours designated by the Board of 
Health, and during which time the Dump Attendant will be 
present. 


A penalty of $20.00 will be imposed for each offense.

The Herring Rivers in Falmouth are known as Coona- 
messett, West Falmouth, Little Pond, Salt, Fresh and Trunk. 


About 29,000 dead herring were taken from Oyster Pond 
this year due to a culvert being stopped up and oxygen be- 
ing unable to get into the water.

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Report of School Committee 


To the Taxpayers of the Town of Falmouth: 


The School Committee has held twelve regular and 
eleven special meetings during the year 1939. 


The following matters occurring during the year 1939 are 
worthy of note: 


Contracts were awarded for seven new school busses to 
replace the seven which had been in service for ten years. 
In preparing specifications the Committee was guided by the 
Massachusetts Motor Vehicle regulations and the report of 
the Columbia University Committee on national standards 
for school busses in an effort to obtain the greatest degree of 
safety for the children transported. 


The Committee adopted the following rule relative to 
the marriage of women teachers: 


There shall be inserted in the contract of every woman 
teacher hereafter newly elected, a provision that the mar- 
riage of the teacher who signs the contract shall terminate 
the contract and that this provision of the contract and of 
said teacher’s employment shall remain in force even after 
said teacher goes on tenure. 


Dr. A. L. Pattee, for fifteen years a member of the School 
Committee, passed away. Resolutions adopted by the School 
Committee will be found elsewhere in this report. 


The School Committee went on record as opposed to the 
establishment of a County Vocational School. 
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In view of the unanimous sentiment expressed by par- 
ents and other interested persons it was voted to make no 
change in the operation of the Woods Hole School. 


In the Henry W. Hall School all cold water pipes were 
renewed and during the summer the building was painted. 


As the schools have been without regular art instruction 
since June 1933, the Committee feels that it is now time for 
it to be re-established and have therefore made provision for 
it in their budget. 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to the 
Finance Committee for its cordial and complete co-operation 
throughout the year, especially in respect to emergency trans- 
fers of funds. 


The Committee wishes to call the attention of the voters 
to the fact that although the total expenditure for school 
purposes in 1939 was $153,509.47, refunds to the amount of 
$17,498.82 make the net cost of schools to the town 
$136,010.65.

The Board of Selectmen herewith submit their annual 
report for the year 1939. 


There were no new street layouts during the past year. 
The Selectmen have made takings at the approaches of the 
Chappaquoit Bridge and the Falmouth Heights Bridge that 
required new layouts approaching both bridges. T'wo other 
requests for layouts have been referred to the town meeting 
for action.

There is still one case pending in regard to awards for 
street damages. We feel the town has made a very substan- 
tial offer in this case and have advised court action rather 
than any further increase in damages.

Report of Finance Committee 


To the Voters of the Town of Falmouth: 


Conditions which your committee faced in 1939 fully 
justified the recommendation in our last report that the 1939 
appropriation to the Reserve Fund be raised from $12,500 to 
$15,000. This year the committee has transferred $14,925.67 
to meet emergency needs of the various departments and 
finished the year with a balance of only $74.33. It was for- 
tunately necessary to carry over for town meeting considera- 
tion $642.57 in unpaid bills. 


While cases have arisen in which the committee felt that 
better departmental management might have avoided the 
needs of transfers from the Reserve Fund, the committee be- 
lieves that every town official has sincerely endeavored to 
live within his budget and still provide the services which 
he considered were expected of him by the town. The Finance 
Committee is appreciative of the generous cooperation ex- 
tended to it. 


When department budgets are strictly limited to the 
normally expected expenses of the year it is obvious that un- 
forseen demands are bound to require help from the Reserve 
Fund. Under present conditions a huge sum must be raised 
at the beginning of the year for welfare or the Reserve Fund 
must be available at intervals during the year. Your com- 
mittee has acted on the belief that under-appropriation acts 
as something of a brake on expenditures and is glad to have 


_ 
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the co-operation of the relief agencies in this policy. We re- 
commend the appropriation of $15,000 for the Reserve Fund in 
1940 and the usual $400 appropriation for committee ex- 
penses. 


Attention of the voters is directed to the fact that $50,000 
was taken from Excess & Deficiency Account in February, 
1939, to help keep the tax rate down and that an additional 
$12,500 was drawn from Excess & Deficiency by the October 
special town meeting to apply to Eel Pond bridge construc- 
tion. There will be no money available in this account until 
the fall of 1940. The budget and special appropriations voted 
by this year’s town meeting must all be raised in the 1940 tax 
levy. 


Your committee believes that the tax rate should be held 
as closely to the present figure as is possible and respectfully 
urges the voters to exercise the degree of economy at town 
meeting which will make this possible. Any considerable re- 
duction in the cost of Falmouth government must come from 
decision by the voters to curtail desirable municipal services 
which the voters have authorized in the past. The purpose 
of the Finance Committee in studying the budget with de- 
partment heads has been to insure that all reasonable econ- 
omy is maintained in operations. The committee is convinced 
that this is another year in which careful and considered 
spending must be enforced. 


The committee looks with grave concern upon the con- 
tinued high cost of relief. The only promise of reduction in 
these costs rests in the appearance of more opportunities for 
employment and, even more important, through education 
of individuals to better economic management and greater 
sense of community responsibility. Relief saves many deserv- 
ing cases from distress. In many other cases the certainty 
that relief will be available encourages rash spending during 
the employment season and discourages old-fashioned thrift. 
Possibility always exists that the substantial contribution 
which WPA grants have made to Falmouth’s relief expendi- 
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tures will be reduced or eliminated. It is important that, in- 
stead of drifting along, Falmouth begin a long range study 
of this problem. Many desirable municipal improvements are 
made unwise by the certainty that large sums of tax-raised 
money will continue to have to be spent for various forms of 
welfare.

In accordance with your instructions, directing me to 
submit a report (Inspections of Domestic Oil-Heating Ap- 
paratus, Light Fuel Oil and Fuel Oil No. 2 Storage) in connec- 
tion therewith, I respectfully submit the following: 


On December 31st, 1938, I found that 1,304 applications 
had been received, inspections made, and permits issued; to 
keep, use, and store Light Fuel Oil. There were 90,600 gals. 
stored. 


Also, on this same date, there were 395 applications for 
the installation of Domestic Oil-Heating Apparatus on file. 
Inspections had been made, and permits issued. There were 
179,055 gallons Fuel Oil No. 2 stored. 


For the year ending December 31, 1939, 131 applications 
were received, inspections made, and permits issued, 1,875 
gallons Light Fuel Oil being stored. Also on the above date, 
70 applications for Domestic Oil-Heating Apparatus were re- 
ceived, inspections were made and permits issued. There were 
19,250 gallons No. 2 Oil stored. 
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Beginning the year January ist, 1940, the Division of 
Fire Prevention has on file 1,435 applications, the same num- 
ber of inspections have been made and permits issued. The 
total number of gallons of Fuel Oil or Kerosene being stored 
is 98,475. 


Also on January Ist, 1940, the total number of applica- 
tions for Domestic Oil-Heating Apparatus being 465 Instal- 
lations. The total number of Gallons stored in connection 
with same being 198, 305 gallons Fuel Oil No. 2. 


That the consumers give full cooperation and are always 
courteous I am pleased to report.

Sir: 

In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby submit 
my report of fire prevention inspections of the business dis- 
tricts of the Town of Falmouth. 

From August 13, 1939, the date of my appointment as 
Fire Prevention Inspector, 697 inspections have been made 
to date. On the average, conditions were very satisfactory. 
A few exceptions were found, such as excess rubbish, mater- 
ials packed too close to furnace or smoke pipe, stairways or 
passageways blocked, failure to have proper equipment, and 
illegal use of building. All violations were corrected immedi- 
ately where found. 

I was requested to cooperate with the School Department 
to help organize a system of “Fire Drills’, and through the 
fine cooperation of Principals and Teachers, a much more 
efficient and smoother working system was organized; and 
the time of emptying the buildings greatly improved. There 
is a serious fire and life hazard involved in the Lawrence High 
School, which can be remedied by the installation of Sprink- 
lers throughout the building. There is an article in the Town 
Warrant asking that sprinklers be installed throughout this 
building. 

School fires continue at the rate of seven a day in the 
United States and Canada, and many of these are major 
disasters. Unfortunately there are still many who have no 
thoughts of the seriousness of this problem. May I ask that 
the parents and voters of the Town give this article a little 
serious thought, so the children in this school may not be 
caught in a disaster of this kind. “It could happen here.” 

It is my desire to express my appreciation for the coop- 
eration and courtesy extended to me by all it has been my 
duty to contact.

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


December 31, 1939. 


To: The Chief of the Fire Department 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Sir: 


In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby submit 
my annual report in connection with Fire Alarm maintenance, 
and other activities for which I am responsible. 


Most of the construction this year was caused by, or as 
a result of the Hurricane. Following is an outline, by cir- 
cuits, of the work done: 


Circuit No. 1. (Falmouth Heights and East Falmouth). 


Reconstruction of the line from Box 144 (E. H. Bristol’s) 
along Grand Avenue to Maravista Avenue, along Maravista 
Avenue to the State Road at Perry’s Market. Reconstruction 
of the line from Perry’s Market along the State Highway, 
thence along Falmouth Heights Road to Wright’s Garage. 
Replacement of two six-inch electro-mechanical gongs; re- 
moval, servicing and replacement of all boxes in the Falmouth 
Heights-Maravista Avenue section; renewal of all lightning 
and hi-voltage protectors; three replacement box installa- 
tions; replacement of circuit-opener on Park Beach Hotel 
Sprinkler system; several pole transfers; several repairs to 
lines due to hi-voltage and falling trees. 


Circuit No. 2. (Falmouth Village-Palmer Avenue). 


Reconstruction of the line from Lakeview Avenue to 
Queen’s Buyway (Box 235) on Palmer Avenue. Several pole 
transfers; replacement of cone ten inch and one six inch 


electro-mechanical gong. Renewal of all lightning and hi- 
voltage protectors; one circuit-opener on sprinkler system; 
repairs to line due to hi-voltage and falling trees. This is 
the smallest box circuit and consequently suffered less dam- 
age than other circuits. 


Circuit No. 3. (Locust St., Moors, Woods Hole). 


Replacement of underground cable from Box 25 (Wood 
Lumber) to Elm Road (Moors); reconstruction of the line 
from junction with underground at Elm Road to Quissett 
Four Corners; reconstruction of the line from the junction 
of School and Millfield Streets (Woods Hole) along Millfield 
Street to West Street, along West Street to Main Street and 
thence to the Woods Hole Fire Station; replacement of all 
lightning and hi-voltage protectors; several pole transfers, 
removal, servicing and replacement of Boxes 32, 35, 37, 39, 
631, 632, and 633; two replacement box installations, several 
repairs to line due to hi-voltage and falling trees. 


Circuit No. 4. (West and North Falmouth, New Silver Beach, 
Megansett). 


New Silver Beach—reconstruction of the line on Silver 
Beach Avenue from Arlington Avenue to the tennis courts; 
relocation of Box 483; removal, servicing and replacement of 
Boxes 48 and 483. Megansett—installation of a new box to 
replace Box 47 that was damaged beyond repair; Box 472 re- 
placed by new box; minor line repairs. Falmouth to North 
Falmouth—innumerable repairs to line due to hi-voltage and 
falling trees; replacement of all lightning and hi-voltage pro- 
tectors. 


There was considerable damage to the instruments used 
in the various stations that necessitated factory repairs. 


The lines are now in good condition although trouble due 
to the hurricane continues to develop and can be expected 
to do so for some time to come. 


I have installed two new boxes at Maravista that were 
voted at the Annual Meeting. These boxes are located so as 
to give maximum coverage and are numbered 163 and 164. 


125 


The new Fire Alarm truck was delivered on April 15, 1939, 
and has considerably increased the efficiency and conveni- 
ence in maintaining the system. 


I have had the usual repairs, replacements and construc- 
tion in the various stations as of other years. 


I have given assistance to the School Department in the 
servicing of their specialty equipment and also the Police 
Department in the maintenance and installation of radio 
equipment from time to time. 


Being responsible for radio maintenance and installa- 
tion in the Fire Department, I report the equipment in good 
condition and that it has been an important factor in in- 
creasing the efficiency of the department. It also plays an 
important part in eliminating needless response. 


The traffic lights have functioned satisfactorily except 
on a few occasions in which the trouble was caused by the in- 
strument itself. It should have new contacts and a general 
cver-hauling. I suggest that the unit be returned to the fac- 
tory before the summer season to insure satisfactory oper- 
ation. 


The Public Address System has operated satisfactorily 
on the occasions when used but it is an old model, now ob- 
solete. It could be replaced by a much more efficient type 
and I would like to ask that the matter be given some con- 
sideration. 


I have serviced a few of the sprinkler systems now in use 
and thus maintained the efficiency of the protection afford- 
ed. This has been a convenience and saving to the owner, 
as otherwise, it would be necessary to wait for the arrival of 
a service-man from Boston. 


Tree trimming for line clearance is an important item 
in the maintenance of the system, as it is seriously effected 
by “tree-leakage.” Some trimming must be done each year 
to insure reliable operation. 
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I have installed the “Trickle Charge” system to replace 
the “Cycle Charge” system. Some of the outstanding features 
of this are:—reduction of battery replacement costs, in- 
creased battery life, automatic battery charging and reduced 
energy costs. 


I have asked for Type ICS cells, in the Fire Alarm budget, 
to replace the FIP type now in use. The present cells vary 
widely in age, some being five or more years old, and for maxi- 
mum efficiency with “Trickle Charge” the age of the cells 
should be the same. With the new ICS cells, the system will 
operate for a much longer period of time (than the FIP cells) 
in the event the Company supply of electricity should fail. I 
ask for these cells so that in the event of such a failure, the 
system could continue to operate and give protection when it 
may be needed most. I sincerely hope that this purchase is 
made possible.

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REMARKS BY THE CHIEF 


During the year 1939, there have been several emergen- 
cies which have occurred and for which the Fire Department 
felt it was responsible to take over in order to relieve distress 
and suffering. This was in addition to the usual fire extin- 
guishment. First was helping Antone Mello of Acapesket, 
who was overcome by carbon monoxide and necessitated 
Scheaffer prone pressure resuscitation by the Rescue Squad. 
Second, the 1st Aid Squad responded to an accident on Mill 
Road, where Manuel Corey, while trimming trees for the Tree 
Warcen, contacted a high-tension live wire and received 
severe burns. There was also one drowning accident. 


With reference to the fire losses this year, I am pleased 
to report that this year’s fire losses are the lowest since 1922, 
and yet the total number of alarms are greater than last 
year. The largest single loss by a fire occurred on July 12th, 
when Manuel Benevides’ barn on Davisville Road was struck 
by lightning during a thunder storm. The insurance loss paid 
here was $4,000. The other losses in relation to their size are 
as follows: the garage of G. D. Pratt, “Tree Tops”, Quissett, 
on August 5th, was $1700.00. Next the loss of Dr. E. F. Gildea 
on April 3rd, for $1500.00, due to defective oil burner, and 
next the loss of Roy A. Berg on January 15th, for $1300.00. 
All cther fires were of losses less than $1,000 each. The total 
fire loss for the year was $13,583.00, as shown previously. We 
have two instances of losses caused by lightning. 


One member of the Board of Engineers appointed in May, 
Mr. John Brackett, resigned about June ist, and the vacancy 
has not been filled at the time of writing this report. 


The efficiency of Engine No. 5, which is the East Fal- 
mouth pumping engine, has greatly increased due to two 
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direct factors. The first factor is having facilities to carry 
enough water to extinguish, or greatly delay the burning of 
an ordinary dwelling fire and 2nd, the prompt response due 
to having permanent men in the East Falmouth Station. This 
efficiency was shown at the fire on Davisville Road on July 
12th, where the use of the water in the tanks held the fire in 
check until the arrival of another engine which furnished the 
necessary water line from a hydrant. It can be said, that if 
the Fire Department receives a prompt call that there should 
be no considerable loss of property off the water mains in 
ordinary dwellings. 


I wish to report that the use of two-way fire radio in con- 
nection with building fires is proving to be of value, since it 
enables prompt communication with fire headquarters, and 
should the occasion arise, will be the accepted channel for 
ordering second or multiple alarms sounded. 


Edward Freeman, member of the Call Force of the Fire 
Department died on April 27th. He was a member of Engine 
Co. No. 3, at North Falmouth, and his loss is mourned by all 
members of the Department. 


Dr. E. G. Stillman, an honorary Deputy Chief of the New 
York Fire Department, and a member of its medical staff, 
paid a visit to Falmouth during last Spring and took movies 
of many phases of our Fire Department work. Dr. Stillman 
is an eminent authority on research in connection with pneu- 
monia cures, being connected with the Rockefeller Institute. 
His number one hobby is obtaining colored moving pictures 
of fires, and all fire department activities. Dr. Stillman has 
offered the writer the opportunity of making a complete 
set of reels showing the activities of this Fire Department. 
There is no question in my mind but what this offer will be 
accepted. 


I have held a conference with the School Committee in 
connection with an article for installing automatic sprinklers 
in the High School. This article is for the purpose of prevent- 
ing a disastrous fire in the High School, since it has been 
found, from past experience, that where sprinklers are in use 
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in schools there has never been a loss of life due to fire. The 
question has been asked ‘why spend $3,000.00 on that old 
school?” The answer is “if fire is not expected why carry fire 
insurance?” We do carry fire insurance but that does not save 
lives. Automatic fire sprinklers will. In addition, the instal- 
lation is not lost but the equipment can be removed when the 
old school is abandoned and replaced in a new school. It is 
the candid opinion of the writer that the Town will not build 
a new High School for several years to come, and that we 
have been extremely lucky in not losing the school, before 
now, by fire. 


There is another argument in favor of installation of 
these sprinklers, and that is ‘suppose the school burns down 
before a new school is built,” where will the high school pupils 
be sent and what would be the additional cost for educating 
such pupils. Other towns who have experienced this, could 
have purchased several installations as a result of this addi- 
tional cost. I hope that the voters and especially the parents 
will favor this article. Remember it costs nothing to main- 
tain. 


Two new pieces of Fire Department equipment were pur- 
chased this year, namely a Chief’s car and a Fire Alarm truck. 
Considerable criticism has been heard by the Chief concern- 
ing the fact that his car cost more than the one purchased 
for him previously. For the information of the voters it is 
explained that the sum of $500.00 was allowed, and the Board 
of Fire Engineers authorized the Chief to purchase any make 
of car he wished. If the cost was greater than the amount 
allowed, the Chief was to pay the difference from his per- 
sonal funds. It so happened, that I preferred a heavier type 
of car and desired certain additional equipment, all over the 
amount of money allowed by the Town. I paid to the Dodge 
Agency out of my own personal funds. I further agreed that 
I have no title or right to the car and that it is solely and 
entirely the property of the Falmouth Fire Department. 


It is recommended that extensive repairs be undertaken 
for the North Falmouth Fire Station in order to replace the 
sills of the building which have rotted away. 
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It is also recommended that the Central Station be re- 
painted and the brick walls treated with water proofing. 


During the past years it has been the custom of the Fire 
Department to hire a Call Man for a “temporary vacation 
substitute” to relieve members who go on their annual two 
weeks’ vacation. Since there are twenty-one regular full paid 
members of the department, this would take forty-two weeks 
in the year in which it would be necessary to hire a “tem- 
porary substitute”. This leaves ten weeks of the year when 
no one is on vacation. It so happens that this period of the 
year is during the “Spring forest fires season” and the need 
of an additional man was apparent. Therefore, the Board of 
Engineers created a new position known as “Permanent Va- 
cation Substitute”, and appointed Edward F. Kempton to fill 
the vacancy from the Civil Service list. This position will 
carry the pay of $25.00 per week, and, under the present rul- 
ing, the holder of this position will not be in line for any “step 
up pay”. It is understood by the Board that every entrant 
to the Permanent Force will have to qualify and hold this 
position before becoming a regular permanent fireman. He 
is, however, subject to Civil Service protection. 


I wish to commend the members of the Fire Department 
for their excellent work during the year and inform the voters 
of the Town that it is the intention of the Department per- 
sonnel to keep themselves well fit, and suitably trained to do 
the work that they may be called on to perform.

REMARKS 


During the past year there have occurred 10 more fires 
than the previous year but due to the new system of Standby 
and Town Patrol (which is explained in a later paragraph) 
we were able to hold the cost for extinguishing fires below 
the cost of the previous year. 


These statistics show there were 21 fires, that were strict- 
ly grass fires, which were caught, and extinguished, before 
becoming involved in brush or woods. There were only three 
actual woods fires that resulted in any damage. This damage 
was limited to approximately $15.00. 


The results show that the precautions, mentioned in my 
1937 report, and again in 1938 report, coupled with reason- 
able good luck, seem to be the principal factors for keeping 
our woods and trees from being burned and destroyed by fire. 
In order that the voters will again be informed I am repeat- 
ing the precautions referred to:— 


1. Precautions taken during dry spells, by establishment of 
patrol, and by manning the equipment for immediate re- 
sponse during the day. 


2. By the use of two-way radio communication in connec- 
tion with the Forest Fire Towers, Central Fire Station, and 
Patrol cars equipped with radio. 
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3. By the cooperation of the look-out in the Forest Fire 
Towers, and immediate response of Fire Apparatus when 
called. z 


4, By the efficiency of the equipment in hand such as Fire 
Pumps and Tank Truck, as well as similar minor equip- 
ment. 


FIRE HAZARD 


The forest fire season commenced with a dry spell, in the 
first week of March, and, again on March 21st to 30th in- 
cluded. On April 14th we found it necessary to take the extra 
precautions named above for a period of five weeks. This 
made an additional two weeks of dry forest fire season and 
increased the cost of the Town Patrol. During the dry sea- 
son a total of 37 fires was recorded, or practically half of the 
fires for the year. 


TOWN PATROL 


The continued use of two-way radio equipped Cruisers 
were used this year. These cars were driven by one properly 
licensed permanent man and one or more members of the 
“standby” crew. The patrol covers an indefinite route of all 
wooded roads and areas of the town, starting at noon on 
days of low humidity and dangerous fire condition, continu- 
ing until sun-down, or thereafter. In many instances the 
patrol is first to reach the scene of the fire and proves in- 
valuable in its extinguishment. 


I recommend that its use be continued for the coming 
year. 
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CLEARING ROADSIDES 


The excellent co-operation of the Highway Surveyor is 
greatly appreciated. All of the important roadside locations 
that might be the means of a rapid spread of fire were cleared 
of brush and in two instances this clearing proved to be of 
great advantage to the Forest Fire Warden. 


It is recommended that continued clearing of the road- 
sides be carried out this winter. 


FIRE BREAKS 


The system of Fire Breaks was harrowed this year and 
a space between was burned over and made safe. 

It is recommended that the fire breaks be extended, 
especially between the Town of Falmouth and Mashpee. 


RADIO SYSTEM 


The radio system was continued in use and again proved 
to be an important factor in holding the fire loss down to its 
small proportions. The principal use was direct contact with 
the patrol, and during fires, enabled the warden to obtain 
prompt response of such equipment as was necessary. It is 
the candid opinion of many who are familiar with Forest Fire 
work that the use of radio justifies its cost and has saved the 
Town much more than its cost of maintenance. The Town 
of Falmouth is now part of a radio network which includes 
the following towns:—

‘It may be seen that the use of radio has extended in 
Barnstable County and Falmouth is now merely one of the 
small units of a State wide Forest Fire Radio System. 


FOREST FIRE HOSE ' 


During the past year I have found it necessary to pur- 
chase 1,500 feet of 11/8 inch forest fire hose. 500 feet of this 
purchase were of the treated variety and a grade of hose cost- 
ing more. It was purchased to determine the advisability of 
obtaining a hose that would last longer than two or three 
years and after one year’s experience I am not yet able to 
make an intelligent recommendation. It appears to stand up 
much better than the grade formerly used and is not muhjert 
to mildew and subsequent rot. :

OUT OF TOWN FIRES 


During the past year this department responded to three 
fires in the Town of Mashpee; two in Popponessett, one near 
the entrance to the National Guard Camp, all of which were 
considered incendiary. The bill for these three fires has not 
been paid and neither has the bill for fighting the large 
Mashpee fire of the previous year at John’s Pond. Several 
attempts have been made to obtain this money, not only by 
the writer, but by the Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
Mr. Swift. It appears that the Town will not be successful in 
obtaining payment for these bills. 


As a result of a conference between the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee and the Forest Fire Warden; and, feel- 
ing that the citizens of the Town of Falmouth should not be 
taxed for the purpose of fighting fires in other towns, which 
cannot render mutual aid; and, in view of the fact that men 
called to fight fire are supposed to be paid for such work by 
law, it has been decided that this town will not respond to 
fires in the Mashpee area unless such fires appear to threat- 
en entrance into the Town of Falmouth. An exception would 
be made in the event that taxpayers in Falmouth owning 
woodland or real estate in Mashpee needed help and upon 
their own personal call. Again it must be understood, how- 
ever, that those who respond to out of town calls anywhere 
on the Cape must render their services on a volunteer basis, 
cnly, and not expect payment if it cannot be made. 


STANDBY SQUAD AND PATROL 


The volunteer squad of High School boys has been con- 
tinued this year and considered a success. These boys are 
under the personal supervision of Lt. MacWhinnie of the 
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Division of Fire Prevention and will be called upon during the 
Spring of 1940 to form our standby squad and patrol. 


This squad operates as follows:— 
First, the boys are required to be physically fit. 


Second, if not at the age of 21, shall furnish written per- 
mission of their parents to do this work. 


Third, are willing to subject themselves to such regula- 
tions and orders, for their own good and protection, as may 
be imposed by either the High School Principal or the Chief 
of the Fire Department, or both. 


During the past year the squad rendered very effective 
service which is greatly appreciated by the Forest Fire War- 
den. 


Under a separate Article which I have entered in the 
Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting, I am asking for a 
sum of money to be used for the purpose of putting a new 
chassis under the old 1923 Chevrolet Forest Fire Truck. This 
chassis is fast wearing out and each year it is increasingly 
difficult to obtain new parts. In addition to a purchase of a 
straight chassis it is desired to replace the pump, increase 
the size of the water tank and add fender guards and heavy 
bumpers so that the truck can drive through ordinary brush 
in order to better extinguish a fire. I hope that this article 
will be approved. 


The itemized expense of operating this department will 
be found in the Town Accountant’s report.

I submit the following report of suits and claims aris- 
ing or disposed of during the calendar year 1939 in which the 
Town of Falmouth has been a party. 


A. CASES DISPOSED OF: 


1. Annie R. Whittemore vs. John R. Augusta, Building 
Inspector. 
(Full Bench, Supreme Judicial Court) 


On September 18, 1939, an opinion was rendered by the 
Full Bench of the Supreme Judicial Court affirming the deci- 
sion of Judge Donahue in which decision Judge Donahue had 
sustained the Demurrer filed by me on behalf of John R. 
Augusta, Building Inspector of Falmouth. This decision of 
the Full Bench of the Supreme Court in effect finally deter- 
mined that the Town was not precluded by the previous deci- 
sion against it from proceeding to amend its Zoning By-Law 
by changing the Cahoon property on Sippewissett Road from 
that of a single residence district into that of a light indus- 
trial district. 


Following a hearing on October 9, 1939 of a Motion filed 
by me on behalf of the Building Inspector, Judgment was 
entered in this case in favor of the Building Inspector. 


: 
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2. Annie R. Whittemore vs. William E. English, Charles 
R. Stowers and Frederick T. Lawrence, as Selectmen 
of Falmouth. 

(Supreme Judicial Court) 


This was a petition brought for an additional writ of 
mandamus and other orders against the Board of Selectmen. 
This petition had been ordered continued until the decision 
in the first case above, on the ground that it appeared to be 
dependent on that decision. Following that decision I filed 
a Motion to Dismiss which, also after hearing on October 9, 
1939, was allowed. This case, therefore, has been dismissed. 


I am able, therefore, to report that at the present time 
there are no Court proceedings in which the Town or its offi- 
cers are involved concerning the Cahoon ice-house property. 


3. City of Beston vs. Town of Falmouth. 
(Suffolk Superior Court) 


This was a suit brought by the City of Boston against the 
Town of Falmouth in which Boston claimed there was due it 
$4,034.52 for welfare aid, old age assistance and Soldiers’ Re- 
lief. It was defended on various grounds such as failure to 
give legal notices, that the parties who were aided did not 
have legal settlements in Falmouth, and that the claims were 
barred because suit for recovery was brought too late. Also 
a declaration in set-off was filed on behalf of Falmouth 
against Boston for moneys claimed to be due Falmouth for 
similar purposes. 


The case was fully tried out before Judge Brogna at Bos- 
ton on March 17, 1939, after which briefs were submitted both 
cn facts and on law. Judge Brogna found there was due the 
City of Boston $513.97 and due Falmouth from Boston $121.83, 
a net finding of only $392.14 in favor of Boston. This was 
less than Falmouth had been willing to pay in settlement. 
The result was, therefore, almost entirely in favor of Fal- 
mouth. 


The records produced by the Welfare Department of Fal- 
mouth and which were put in evidence were accurate, clear 
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and conclusive, though many of these claims ran back over a 
period of several years and such records, together with the 
oral testimony of the representatives of the Welfare Depart- 
ment, were of vital aid in obtaining this favorable result and 
this substantial saving to the Town. 


4, Falmouth, Petitioner, vs. Addie C. Pattison. 
(Land Court) 


After further motion in the Land Court the respondent 
paid the final balance to the Town thus closing this case. 


B. PENDING CASES: 


1. City of Boston vs. Falmouth. 
(Suffolk Superior Court) 


This is another welfare relief suit for a small amount. 
Falmouth has filed a declaration in set-off about equivalent 
in amount. 


In view of the decision in the former case, it is doubtful 
if this case ever comes to trial. In any event, there is no rea- 
son to expect anything but a favorable decision. 


2. Josephine W. Lawrence vs. Town of Falmouth. 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


This is a petition for assessment of Land Damages for 
land taken and for alleged damages to the remaining land of 
petitioner in the widening and relocation of Surf Drive. 


Negotiations for adjustment have been had but have not 
as yet proven successful. The case remains on the list for 
trial. 


3. Megansett Shores Corporation vs. County of 
Barnstable. 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


This is a petition to have land damages assessed for cer- 
tain land of the petitioner taken by the County of Barnstable 
in 1938. The case has been turned over by the County Com- 
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missioners to the Town of Falmouth to defend and to pay any 
damages assessed. This case has not been reached for trial 
as yet and remains on the list of cases ready for trial. 


APPELLATE TAX BOARD CASES: 


In 1939 the following six (6) additional cases were 
brought before the Appellate Tax Board. All of these will be 
on the trial lists of that Board for 1940. 


1. Falmouth Institute vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 


In this case petitioner claims the assessment valuation is 
excessive and also claims total exemption for taxation on the 
ground that it is a literary, benevolent, charitable and scien- 
tific institution. 

2. Caleb Loring et als, Trustees vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 


3. Hilbert Van N. Schenck, et als, Trustees vs. Assessors 
of Falmouth. 


4. Howard Company vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 
5. James F. Halloran et als. vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 
6. George E. Smith et al vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 


In these last five (5) cases petitioners claim that the 
assessment valuations are excessive. 


TAX TITLE CASES: 
(Land Court) 


Three new petitions were filed for foreclosure of tax 
titles by the Town of Falmouth in 1939. This is a very small 
number in a Town the size of Falmouth and may be con- 
sidered aS an encouraging sign. Although twelve decrees 
of foreclosure of tax titles in favor of the Town were ob- 
tained in the calendar year 1939 there still remain, in addi- 
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tion to these three recently filed, about six or eight tax title 
cases still to be completed. 


To summarize as to pending cases against the Town, 
these are: two of jury trial for assessment of land damages, 
one for an alleged welfare account claimed by the City of 
Boston, and six cases brought against the Board of Assessors 
before the Appellate Tax Board.

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Report of the Town Forest Committee - 1939 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


The severe damage done by the hurricane of September 
1938 to the trees of Massachusetts has apparently not les- 
sened interest in the town forest idea, nor has it discouraged 
the planting of young forest trees, for several new town for- 
ests have been started the past year and others are under 
consideration. Two towns in Massachusetts have written 
your committee in regard to the use and value of town forests 
and there have been several out of state visitors who have 
gone over the Falmouth forest area with the idea of starting 
town forests in their home country. It is very gratifying to 
your committee to feel that Falmouth is so well established 
in this undertaking, for there is no doubt that a town with 
38,000 acres of land should devote a fair percentage of it to 
forest planting. 


While our original work has been mainly done about the 
watershed of Long Pond, the Falmouth water supply, it would 
seem to your committee that before long other areas of wild 
land should be acquired by the town, to add to the present 
forest. Such areas may be planted by private initiative but 
they are much less likely to be permanent than when done 
by the state or town; your committee would even suggest 
that where wild or waste lands are held by persons or families 
who have no particular use for them, this land might 
well be deeded to the town as an addition to the Town Forest; 
this land so donated might carry the name of the person or 
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family so that any section of the town forest so acquired 
might be known as the (Family name) Section of the Fal- 
mouth Town Forest, thus creating a permanent memorial to 
a family or individual. 


The joint committee for the protection of the watershed 
of Long Pond recommended to the Town the purchase of a 
tract of 17 acres on the east side of the pond. This area was 
acquired by the town at the special town meeting in May, and 
almost completes the town’s control of the land on the east 
side of the pond; however there still remains a tract of about 
15 acres which should be taken soon. 


With the growth of Town Forests it becomes increasingly 
difficult to get free trees from the State nurseries; we were 
only able to get 20,000 of these this year and we should have 
planted about double that number. Undoubtedly in the near 
future we will have to purchase our planting requirements. 
Of the trees obtained this year, 15,000 white pines and the 
balance made up of red pine and Norway Spruce, these were 
planted along Gifford street and in a section near Brick Kiln 
Road. Very dry conditions prevailed in May and July but a 
check-up this fall shows that about 70% lived. 


There has been a good deal of illegal dumping of rubbish 
in the roads leading from Gifford Street, apparently persons 
coming late to the town dump are in the habit of throwing 
their rubbish along these roads. It took ten men a total of 
50 hours, and two trucks 5 hours to clean up these areas, a 
heavy expense for the committee to take out of the small 
appropriation. Apparently quite a number of small trees 
were cut at Christmas time this year and if this trouble con- 
tinues it may be necessary to keep a warden in the forest at 
least during the Christmas season. 


Your committee hopes that the town people will visit the 
forest and see for themselves what we are doing. The road 
from Route 28 to the Brick Kiln Road is in good condition 
and cars may be driven through, but the best inspection can 
be made afoot or by horseback as the trails are in fine con- 
Gition for both these uses. 
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‘There is a lot of work that should be done this winter by 
welfare or W. P. A. labor, in fact most of the clean up and 
thinning work can be done at this season when other work 
is at a standstill, thus giving a productive outlet to unem- 
ployed persons who are on the town relief rolls. 


It is of course impossible for your committee to give any- 
thing like adequate care to nearly 400 acres of Town Forest 
with an annual appropriation of $300.00.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Falmouth for 
the period from November 10, 1935, the date of the previous 
examination to October 2, 1939, the following report being 
submitted thereon: 


The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on 
the books of the several departments receiving or disbursing 
money for the town or committing bills for collection, were 
examined and checked for the period covered by the audit. 


Town Accountant. The books and accounts in the office 
of the town accountant were examined, checked, and com- 
pared with the records of the several departments of the 
town and with the town treasurer’s books. The receipts, as 
recorded, were compared with the town treasurer’s record of 
receipts and were checked with the departmental records of 
payments to the treasurer, while the recorded payments were 
checked with the treasurer’s record of disbursements and 
with the treasury warrants. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the appropriations, 
joan authorizations, and transfers being checked with the 
town clerk’s records of town meetings and with the records 
of the finance committee. A trial balance was taken off 
proving the accounts to be in balance, and a balance sheet, 
showing the financial condition of the town as of October 2, 
1939, was prepared and is appended to this report. This bal- 
ance sheet indicates that the town is in very good financial 
condition. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant have 
been neatly and accurately kept, the work of the audit being 
facilitated thereby. 
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Treasurer. The books and acccunts of the town treasurer 
were examined and checked in delail. The recorded receipts 
were analyzed and checked with the town accountant’s books, 
with the departmental records of payments to the treasurer, 
and with other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury, while the disbursements were checked with 
the treasury warrants. 


The cash balance on October 2, 1939, was proved by actual 
count of the cash in the office and by a reconciliation of the 
bank balances with statements furnished by the bank of de- 
posit. 


The recorded payments on account of debt and interest 
were verified by a comparison with the cancelled bonds and 
coupons on file and with the amounts falling due, and the 
outstanding coupons were reconciled with a statement re- 
ceived from the bank of deposit. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the 
trust fund investments in the custody cf the town treasucer 
and of the trustees were listed. The income was proved and 
the expenditures and transfers to the town were verified. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were exam- 
ined. The taxes and water liens added to the tax title ac- 
count were compared with the collector’s records, the re- 
corded redemptions, disclaimers, and foreclosures were veri- 
fied, and the tax titles on hand were listed, reconciled with 
the town accountant’s ledger, and checked with the records 
in the Registry of Deeds. 


Collector of Taxes. The books and accounts of the cal- 
lector of taxes were examined and checked in detail. The 
taxes outstanding at the time of the previous examination 
were audited, and all subsequent commitments were proved 
to the warrants issued for their collection. The recorded re- 
ceipts were checked with the payments to the treasurer and 
with the town accountant’s books, the abatements as record- 
ed were compared with the assessors’ records of abatements 
granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and re- 
conciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 
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Licenses and Permits. The records of licenses and per- 
mits issued by the selectmen, town clerk, and the police and 
health departments were examined and checked, and the pay- 
ments to the State and the town were verified. 


Departmental Accounts Receivable. The commitments of 
departmental accounts receivable were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were checked with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer and with the town accountant’s books, 
the abatements as recorded were compared with the records 
in the departments authorized to grant abatements, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the 
town accountant’s ledger. 


Water Accounts Receivable. The records of water accounts 
receivable were examined and checked in detail. The com- 
mitments were added, the recorded payments to the treasur- 
er were compared with the treasurer’s cash book, the abate- 
ments were verified, and the outstanding accounts were list- 
ed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 


Attention is again called to the importance of carefully 
following the provisions of Sections 42A to 42D, inclusive, 
Chapter 40, General Laws, as amended, in connection with 
adding unpaid water accounts to the next annual tax. 


Outstanding Accounts. Verificaticn of the correctness of 
the outstanding tax, departmental, and water accounts was 
obtained by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 


Surety Bonds. The surety bonds of the town officials re- 
quired by law to furnish them for the faithful performance 
of their duties were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


Conclusion. In addition to the accounts mentioned, the 
records of all other departments collecting money for the 
town or committing bills for collection were examined and 
checked in detail. 
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There are appended to this report, in addition to the 
balance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax 
title, departmental, and water accounts, as well as tables 
showing the condition and transactions of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was re- 
ceived from all town officials, for which, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

Baseball Committee. 
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Report of the Welfare Department for 1939 


The Welfare, Old Age Assistance, and Aid to Dependent 
Children are responsible for the expenditure of a large 
amount of money as you can see by the tables that are in 
this report. There is only one other department of the Town 
of Falmouth that has a larger appropriation, namely the 
schools. 


It is the task of the Welfare Committee with the help of 
the Agents, Investigators, and Clerks to administer and carry 
on in such a manner as to do justice to the Town and those 
that need help, and this is a serious problem. 


The cost does not diminish as the years go by and we 
can see no end in sight and should the Government, both 
national and state, give us less money or end the W. P. A. 
the Town would face at least a doubling of the cost of 
Welfare. 


Up to last year the cost of the Infirmary was included 
in the Welfare cost. Last year a separate appropriation was 
made and the citizens can see what it costs to run the Town 
Farm. A part of the farm was taken for the Athletic Field and 
we are hiring land for pasture and cultivation. It might be 
well to consider purchasing some adjoining land in the future. 
The number of inmates in the Town Infirmary is 8, 6 men 
and 2 women. 


We are asking for the year of 1940 $55,000.00 for Welfare, 
$3,500. for Infirmary, $14,180. for Aid to Dependent Children, 
and $26,000. for Old Age Assistance. A total of $98,680.00. I 
am not going to try to analyze the cost to the Town. If you 
will study the tables in this report you will see that the sum

of $98,680.00 does not represent the cost to the Town of Fal- 
mouth as there are sums paid the Town by other Towns and 
Cities and State and National Government for help furnished 
to recipients not having a settlement in the Town of 
Falmouth. 


The Cost of Aid to Dependent Children and Old Age As- 
sistance is increasing. More people are arriving at the age of 
65 and are applying for Old Age Assistance. 


We thank all who have rendered assistance, the nurs- 
ing association, the school nurse, and the agent of the S. P. 
CG. GC,

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Report of the Bureau of Old Age Assistance 
for 1939 


During 1939 the Bureau of Old Age Assistance has been 
established in separate quarters in the Town Hall. To operate 
this office Miss M. Loraine Pease was appointed Clerk and 
Harry O. Waterman, Agent. 


The total expenditures for the year were $41,134.50. The 
number of Old Age Assistance recipients were 99 on January 
1st, 1939 and increased to 113 on December 31, 1939. 


Expecting an increase in the number of cases during 1940 
we are asking for an appropriation of $26,000.00. In addition 
to the Federal Grants to be received the Town will be re- 
imbursed in part for this appropriation by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, and the Cities and Towns in which 
some local cases have their settlement; so that the net cost 
to the Town will be much less than the requested appropri- 
ation, probably about $10,000.

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Report of Town Survey Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Town Survey Committee respectfully submits its re- 
port for 1939 as follows: 


The year’s work has been devoted mainly to office and 
registry work on deeds and making permanent tracings of all 
plans on record at the registry of deeds and in the Town Hall. 
It is essential to obtain copies of all survey plans and records 
that have been made in the years gone by before attempting 
to make the many changes that are necessary to correct the 
assessors’ maps. A new plan file has been ordered to take 
care of these permanent records. 


Work has been continued on the Salt Marshes at West 
Falmouth and Waquoit. A large section between the Old 
Barnstable Road and Bourne’s River has been completed. 
The remaining unknown tracts in the West Falmouth Hill 
Lots and Rocky Hollow section have been worked on and will 
be finished this year. Field work has been started on the 
questionable area that lies West of Mare’s Pond. There are 
many tracts throughout the Town that have been worked on 
and as yet it has not been possible to find the lines or the 
owners. In many of these sections the lines will have to be 
established from the records and permanent markers set to 
fix the lines forever. 
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A set of the maps will be placed in the Registry of Deeds 
at Barnstable this year. A new set has been printed for the 
Selectmen’s Office and on these plans will be printed the 
names of the present owners to date. In the past the maps 
have not shown the current owners.

Town Survey Committee. 
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Report of the Recreation Commission 


For the Year 1939 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Recreation Commission submits its report for 1939, 
having continued to serve the Town under action originating 
in the annual Town Meeting of 1938, and it accounts chiefly 
for disbursements covering maintenance of the Community 
Center building and its adjacent play areas. 


It may be well to recall that the Community Center build- 
ing in its present reconstructed form is largely the results of 
grants made in 1935 and 1938 from Federal funds and from 
Town funds, converting the old village Grammar School to a 
Community Center. 


By agreement made in 1938, the Community Center build- 
ing is operated and maintained as a public, recreational, 
social and educational center under the control of the Town 
of Falmouth “and its representatives or committee.” The ex- 
pense of maintenance of the building (to quote from the 
agreement between the Town and the Falmouth Community 
Center) “such as matters of heating, lighting, repairs and 
janitorial care are to be carried on at the expense of the Town 
of Falmouth; that also the expense of the necessary supplies, 
maintenance, and the expense of a lady attendant for the 
portion of the building used as a comfort station be likewise 
carried on by said Town of Falmouth at its expense.” 
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For purposes of convenience, the building and the adja- 
cent play areas are administered, as to technical direction of 
recreational activities, educational classes, public forums, 
social and other facilities by the Falmouth Community Cen- 
ter, a voluntary corporation of Falmouth citizens created for 
just such work. This organization serves without compen- 
sation and provides funds for the activities within the Com- 
munity Center building together with help from the Division 
of Education and Recreation of the Works Progress Adminis- 
tration. 


Your Recreation Commission has been a supervisory and 
control body so that the coordination could be effected for 
the expenditure of the sum allotted to the Community Center 
activities. Insofar as appropriations by the Town of Fal- 
mouth are concerned, the Commission has supervised the dis- 
pursements, during 1939, out of the balance of the sum of 
$2000. for maintenance of the inside of the building proper 
(that is, heating, lighting and repairs) and the adjacent ten- 
nis courts. Fortunately, funds for janitorial care have been 
provided from outside of Falmouth and none of the $2000. was 
used for such care. 


The Commission has held monthly meetings, and some 
special discussions, considering the expenditures and work in 
connection with the Community Center and general recre- 
ation. It has cooperated with the Board of Selectmen, which 
cares for the outside of the building with separate funds, and 
the Falmouth Community Center, operating the activities, 
and with town officers in administration.

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A balance of $1.19, on hand at the November meeting 
remains unexpended, insufficient to meet bills applying to 
November and December. Request for $331.46 to meet the 
unpaid bills at the end of the year was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee but deferred, on account of insufficient 
funds. 


It is pointed out that the expense of maintaining the 
Community Center building is equivalent to the addition of 
about NINE cents per thousand dollars to the Falmouth tax 
rate for 1939. 


The expense is, however, a participation and attraction 
for other funds in support of community endeavors and spent 
here. 


Utilization of the facilities provided by the Community 
Center is higher than generally appreciated. For 1939 nearly 
1000 different individuals used and participated in activities, 
averaging 48 times each; or totalling 48,000 participations. 


The above figures are exclusive of the Comfort Station 
and the Board of Trade Information booth, and do not in- 
clude building repairs taken care of by special appropriations. 


Funds were not requested at the Annual Town Meeting 
in 1939 in deference to request by the Selectmen, in view of 
abnormal expenditures anticipated because of the 1938 hur- 
ricane, and because there was about $1200. to start the year. 
Actually the Commission has been able to cover a period 
longer than was expected because funds were not made avail- 
able in the early part of 1938, and no janitor was employed 
as anticipated. 


For 1940 it is pointed out that resurfacing of the tennis 
courts and other repairs not appearing in the past year or 
two must be taken care of. The last prominent expenditure 
for the tennis courts was made in 1935 when the metal fence 
was erected. 


In consideration of the above information, involving ex- 
periences of the Recreational Commission for nearly two 
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years, it would appear important to effect closer cooperation 
with other town departments concerning administrative mat- 
ters and expenses where recreation affects the community as 
a whole in order to avoid duplication of control and cost. 
Cordial and helpful relations have been established with the 
Park Commissioners and School Department and the help of 
the Board of Selectmen is acknowledged in supervisory mat- 
ters. It may be pointed out that several play fields and some 
tennis courts are distributed as are the recreation grounds 
and beaches. This distribution has advantages and disadvan- 
tages which need to be revalued. Disbursements on recre- 
ation accounts are made from several departments and may 
here and there, in time, unnecessarily overlap. Considering 
community activities through a larger part of the year and 
with the completion of the new athletic field it would seem 
wise in the very near future to examine and report upon a 
conservative policy in this respect. 


It is therefore recommended that the Town in re-electing 
the Recreation Commission consider the importance of the 
work of such a group and its responsibilities. This is men- 
tioned in view of the present community tendencies and of 
the general statutes under which the Recreation Commission 
may function. Such a commission needs to consider the 
means of sustaining the essential building or buildings, play 
areas, tennis courts and related community activities by steps 
which work toward the benefit of the whole town; and avoid 
conversion of such assets as it possesses into liabilities. Con- 
sidering hazards, in play and recreation, and the necessity at 
all times of directing attention to the more healthful activ- 
ities, training groups need to be established so that voluntary 
supervisors may be available. The consolidation of such su- 
pervision tends to increase the benefits with lower costs 
chargeable to maintenance. 


The basic maintenance provisions for general recreation 
are estimated as necessary from tax supported funds; co- 
ordinating construction and reconstruction of buildings and 
play areas with the trends and developments which may be 
of concern to the Planning Board. 
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In Falmouth, from experience and outlook, it is entirely 
practical to have the costs of much work bearing the char- 
acter of recreation met by voluntary and contributed funds. 
Voluntary and individual (or group) participation, in main- 
taining the expense of certain activities is an aid to the in- 
dividual’s or the group’s own interests. As an instance, we 
may refer to the Photography Club at the Community Center 
which has developed able photographers among its youth SOF 
in the production of the Christmas holiday decorations on the 
Village Green, developed by the Arts and Crafts group at the 
Center; or in the group work in radio construction now under- 
way at the Center. The tendency is thus to establish self- 
supporting avocations and these as a basis for vocational 
efforts with a minimum of expense; since it grows, spon- 
taneously, out of recreational work. 


Relations between the Community Center and the school, 
the church and the home are being worked out by the Fal- 
mouth Community Center so that there is not an added, but a 
lessened, burden upon the town in the establishment and 
maintenance of wholesome discipline and character through 
supervised activities arising for the larger part out of school 
hours or after school work is completed. 


Falmouth is now credited with having taken the lead in 
Community Work of this character on the Cape and in South- 
eastern Massachusetts. The published records of other or- 
ganizations and conferences testify to the credit of the 
Falmouth efforts. A hearty support in continuance of the 
work can further contribute to this and other communities, 
in proportion to the open-mindedness and conservative en- 
deavor if along constructive lines, in what is essential to 
community welfare; suppressing the commercial and stultify- 
ing activities which often grow out of so-called games and 
public entertainment.

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Report of the Falmouth Free Publie Library 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The work of the Public Library has continued success- 
fully during the year 1939. The number of persons borrowing 
books was the largest it has ever been in any one year. There 
was a slight drop in total circulation, but this is not particu- 
larly significant, as the same thing happened in 1937, followed 
by an increase in 1938 of about twice the 1937 decrease. 


PERSONNEL 

The Trustees granted on April 1st the request of the 
Librarian, Miss Cecelia L. Bowerman, for a leave of absence 
of one year. Miss Bowerman married Mr. Frederick C. Fug- 
lister of Provincetown. Mrs. Ruth H. Farrell was appointed 
Acting Librarian, and has been filling that position very 
creditably, with the able help of Mrs. Dora Harris as Assistant 
Librarian. Mrs. Olive B. Martin is in charge of the East 
Falmouth Branch. 


GIFTS 
Mrs. F. T. Gorman of Davisville has generously presented 
the Library with copies of a number of the books of our own 
Katharine Lee Bates, and is enthusiastically interested in as- 
sembling in the Falmouth Library a complete collection of 
Miss Bates’s works. The Trustees fully share this interest and 
are very grateful to Mrs. Gorman. 
The Trustees wish to thank all others who have donated 
books, assisted with various exhibits, and otherwise helped 
the Library during the past year. 
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MAINTENANCE OF GROUNDS 
An effort has been made to stop the wearing of an un- 
sightly and unnecessary path across the lawn from the rear 
of the Library to the Town Hall, and to restore the grass 
where it had been worn bare. 


The appearance of the Town World War Memorial has 
been a matter of some concern to the Trustees. Not only be- 
cause its location makes it appear to be a part of the Library 
property, but primarily because the Memorial has been dam- 
aged and even desecrated, it would seem important that 
proper steps be taken to insure adequate regular care of the 
Memorial and of the grounds around it. 


The co-operation of the public is earnestly requested in 
keeping all the grounds clean and attractive. 


LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
Interesting details and statistics about the activities of 
the Library are given in the Report of the Acting Librarian, 
which follows. The Librarian and the Trustees gladly wel- 
come suggestions for improvement of service, and will co- 
operate as far as possible in securing new good books which 
may be requested.

The increase in the rate of fines for overdue books from 
five cents per week to two cents per day has resulted in books 
being returned more promptly, and in speeding up of cir- 
culation. An improvement this year in the charging system, 
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which has not been changed since the Library started, has 
made the system more accurate and satisfactory to our 
patrons. 


The East Falmouth Branch is still proving its worth in 
that community. The youngsters as well as adults are deriv- 
ing a great deal of pleasure and learning from the books 
there. Portuguese books are borrowed from the Division of 
Public Libraries from time to time and have proved very 
popular. The cataloging at the branch has been started, very 
good progress has been made and the work should be com- 
pleted by Spring. 


Several exhibits were held on the Library during the year, 
a photographic one by A. N. Thomson and Miss Anna May 
Fuller, a collection of paintings by Frederick Fuglister, and 
a large display of posters made by the school children pre- 
sented during Book Week and for which prizes were awarded. 
Story hour was held every afternoon but Saturday during 
Book Week and one hundred eighty children were read to. 
This project was so well received both by the children and 
teachers that we intend to continue story hours during the 
coming year. 


In co-operation with the Schools a Library Quiz is to be 
conducted during the month of January, the fourth, fifth 
and sixth grades of the Village School and the Junior High 
pupils participating. The object of the Quiz is to get the 
pupils to use the Library to greater advantage, create a desire 
for better reading and learn the fundimentals of library 
science. 


I want to thank the Trustees for the assistance and co- 
operation they have given me during the year, also the other 
members of the staff for the excellent service they have 
rendered.

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Report of North Falmouth Library 


January 11, 1940. 


Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Falmouth, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


The first mention of the North Falmouth Library is found 
in the original record book of the North Falmouth Congre- 
gational Church, now 107 years old. 


At a church meeting held May 4, 1879, a legacy of $240.00 
was given for a permanent fund, the income to be used for 
the purchase of books for a church library. This gift by Mrs. 
Thomas Lewis was through the influence of Mrs. Helen C. 
Nye, the first librarian, later assisted by Mrs. Ellen Nye 
Havens. Mrs. Nye purchased from this fund 445 volumes of 
history and biography and about a dozen copies of fiction. 


For a long period of years the issue was practically limit- 
ed but from 1920 to 1927, summer residents contributed many 
used books of fiction, the list headed by Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
B. Snow. 


In 1927 when the church was being restored to the old 
lines, the vestry partook of the restoration, and a home was 
established for a Community Library, and the town recogniz- 
ing the efforts for the public good granted a yearly appro- 
priation which was gratefully received and has been spent 
with rigid economy. 
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The only other legacy received by this library was in 1933 
when Mrs. Laura Nye Eldred passed away. 


From time to time friends concerned have contributed to 
the shelves many volumes old and new, so that the circula- 
tion of 900 books in 1926, was in 1939 increased to 5029, and 
those having the library affairs in charge have been cheered 
by the appreciation of the summer contingency. 


Many of the out-of-town children have been Kept busy 
in using the assortment of books on our reading lists, and the 
parents and others have provided monetary gifts to aid in 
the extra expenses. The Lending Library of the F. P. L. of 
Boston has also been of great help. The library lacks space 
to exhibit its older books, but hopes this summer to have a 
celebration on its 61st birthday which will bring us large re- 
turns.

Report of Water Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We wish to submit herewith our annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1939. 


The past year has been unusually active as to all features 
of the work of the department. A prelonged drought in the 
summer taxed the capacity of the plant, principally due to 
the demands for irrigating lawns and gardens and the 
grounds of the Woods Hole Golf Club. There has been an in- 
creasing demand for minor extensions of the mains, and for 
service pipes as well as for renewals of service pipes which 
have been filled up. Pressures have been satisfactory at all 
times except that during the period of heavy demands in 
Woods Hole. The height of water in the Woods Hole stand- 
pipe could not be maintained at as high a level as desired. 
The principal cause of this, as discussed in several previcus 
reports, was the fact that the capacity of the mains between 
the Pumping Station and Woods Hole was insufficient due 
to tuberculation to care for all the water that could be 
pumped. These mains have been cleaned at various times 
but after each cleaning they fill up more rapidly than before 
and thus reduce the effective capacity. 


Supply and fire pressure in East Falmouth and Waquoit 
are not wholly satisfactory, as each year the demand in- 
creases and there is a reduced capacity of the mains result- 
ing from tuberculation or filling up of the pipes by the form- 
ation of rust tubercles. We are giving thought to improving 
these conditions either by new mains or storage capacity. 
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The total pumpage for the year was 319,691,000 gallons 
representing an increase of 6,478,000 gallons over the previ- 
ous year. Of this amount 3,874,000 gallons was pumped by 
the emergency gas centrifugals. There has been an increas- 
ing demand for service connections for new houses, there be- 
ing 67 installed this year as compared with 62 in 1938. There 
have also been more old services renewed because of failure 
or clogging of the service connection. 


Applications for extensions of the mains under 9% guar- 
anty have been met as far as possible; almost the whole 
amount of $4,000.00 allowed by the standing vote of the Town 
having been used for this purpose. Certain applicants who 
came in too late have been advised to postpone the proposed 
work until next year. In addition to the minor extensions, 
certain small pipe lines have been replaced with 6” cast iron 
pipe in order to meet increasing demands and to supply fire 
service. The principal extension of this kind was on Oakwood 
Avenue where a 6” line replaced a 14%” line. There are 17 
houses supplied by this pipe. Fire protection for these houses 
was formerly provided by the hydrant fed principally from 
Lakeview Avenue. Tests made by the Insurance Companies 
produced a flow of but 160 gallons per minute which is in- 
adequate. The companies recommended immediate improve- 
ment of this. The new line, looped into the Palmer Avenue 
12” line and the Lakeview Avenue main, now furnishes an 
adequate supply for two hydrants which were installed. 


Completion of the Chapoquoit Bridge made it possible 
to relocate the main leading to Chapoquoit by running it 
through the bridge and protecting it by a wooden box filled 
with insulating material. This was a rather difficult job as 
it had to be laid on beams under a concrete sidewalk, and in 
order to make connections with the existing line, called for 
the laying of 322% feet of new pipe. The portion through the 
bridge was of bituminous coated steel pipe connected by 
Dressler couplings and the portion outside of standard cast 
iron bitumastic lined pipe. The temporary line laid across 
the river bed in 1938 at the site of the bridge, has been aban- 
doned and the pipe salvaged. 
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The water main crossing the causeway on the Penzance 
Road in Woods Hole was damaged to some extent by the hur- 
ricane of 1938 and resulted in settlement which caused fre- 
quent leakage. The old pipe had been covered to a depth of 
about 6’ with gravel and rip-rap due to the change in loca- 
tion of the rebuilt road. It was therefore deemed advisable 
and economical to replace the old line which had been in 
service for over 40 years with a new pipe laid in the road- 
way. This work done late in October consisted of extra heavy 
Class C cast iron pipe. The extra strength of this pipe will 
prevent any damage that might result from settlement or 
wash-out of the fill. 


In keeping with the policy of obtaining control of land 
bordering Long Pond as recommended by the State Board of 
Public Health, it was voted by the Town to purchase the Ser- 
rano farm on Gifford St. This was considered a health men- 
ace because of the danger of pollution of Long Pond. The 
cost was appropriated from Water revenue. 


One of the most important undertakings of the year was 
lining with cement the mains in the Moors section beginning 
at the State Highway. Details of this process are described 
further on in this report. 


ORGANIZATION: 


At the Annual Town Meeting in February, Mr. Charles 
E. L. Gifford, who had been elected to fill out the unexpired 
term of Austin F. Lawrence, was reelected for the three-year 
term ending 1942. Soon after the town meeting the Board 
was reorganized with Mr. E. E. C. Swift, Chairman, Mr. C. 
Edward Hall, Secretary. The operating staff has continued 
as previously with John C. Moore as Superintendent, George 
A. Griffin, Engineer and Registrar, Miss Irene Silva, Book- 
keeper and Clerk, assisted by Miss Winifred Weeks. Mrs. H. 
H. Broadbent divides her time between the Water Depart- 
ment and the Town Treasurer’s office, in which she acts as 
Collector of Water Revenue. 


Early in the year we lost by death Mrs. Warren L. Hewins 
whose sudden passing deprived the staff of a faithful and 
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valued member. Mrs. Hewins had been Bookkeeper since 1926 
and her intimate knowledge of the work of the office as well 
as her tactful and pleasant manner with all, will be greatly 


missed.

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PIPE LINING WITH CEMENT: 

The residents of the Moors section have been particularly 
subject to rusty water because of a relatively long pipe line 
in proportion to the number of takers and because of it be- 
ing a dead end. We have investigated proposed methods of 
overcoming this without having to lay new lined pipe. The 
so-called ‘Tate’ process has been used in many parts of the 
world before being adopted in various cities in the United 
States. It was strongly recommended by engineers and chem- 
ists and as a result the method was used on about 8600 feet 
of cast iron pipe. The cost is less than one third of that for 
new pipe. 


The pipe is lined in place with cement by an operation 
consisting of first isolating the pipe in about 500 foot stretch- 
es and by-passing the water for domestic purposes, removing 
all corporation cocks and plugging the holes, after which a 
pre-determined amount of cement and sand is mixed on top 
of the ground and put in one open end and the lining machine 
pulled through. 


The coating is about 4%” thick and although the inside 
diameter is slightly reduced, the lining reduces friction to 
such an extent that the carrying capacity is equal to that of 
a new unlined pipe of the original diameter. The cement lin- 
ing absolutely eliminates the corrosive effect of the water on 
the iron and delivers water to the consumer which is perfect- 
ly clear at all times. The alkalinity or hardness is tempor- 
arily increased but gradually disappears as the free lime in 
the cement is removed by flushing and domestic use. 


MAINTENANCE 

The maintenance work has been carried on with one less 
than the regular personnel. All main line gates and hydrants 
have been inspected at regular intervals and all hydrants 
were painted once during the year. 


All four standpipes were emptied and thoroughly cleaned 
out during the spring months. The standpipe at West Fal- 
mouth was chipped and painted on the outside with one coat 
of chromatic primer and two coats of outside gray. 
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There were nine main line leaks, only two of which were 
complete failures. During an electrical storm lightning en- 
tered the ground at the Woods Hole Golf Links and split a 
full length of 6” pipe. The old line on Gardiner Road, which 
was paralleled a few years ago, was abandoned on account 
of complete failure. 


Five new hydrants were added to the system making a 
total of 464. Two hydrants were moved to new locations and 
five were broken off in traffic accidents. 


One 8” and fifteen 6” gates were added to the system. 


All poles carrying the recording instrument lines to the 
West Falmouth, Quissett, and Woods Hole standpipes were re- 
newed with creosoted poles of the proper length. New wire 
was also put in where needed. 


RECORDS AND PLANS 

Locations of all new services and mains have been plotted 
and put on record. We now have a set of plans showing the 
number and location of every service supplying water. This 
is kept up to date by noting all new services as well as dis- 
continued taps which are frequently wanted for reconnection. 
Since 1925 plans have been made showing in detail all mains, 
gates and hydrants. Changes in the location of telephone 
poles, houses and roads which constantly occur, require a 
revision of the plans to show new reference measurements. 
Plans showing the general location of all mains have been 
made but detail plans of work done before 1925 are incom- 
plete. These are being made or revised as opportunity offers. 
Whenever new taps are made or excavations are made which 
expose the older lines, locations are taken and plotted. Pipe 
cleaning operations have been very useful in occasionally ex- 
posing gates and branches which had been covered during 
road operations. These fittings frequently save much work 
in future additions to the system. 


FINANCIAL 


Water revenue for the year show an increase over 1938, 
largely due to the very dry summer when an unusually large 
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quantity of water was used for gardens and lawns and par- 
ticularly for the Golf Links at Woods Hole, the revenue from 
the latter being about 60 percent more than last year. The 
total charges however were $78,836.30 as compared with 
$80,202.99 in 1936 before metering was in effect. 


As in 1938 expenditures are well below the amount per- 
mitted by the budget. This has resulted partly from econ- 
omy of purchasing supplies and is of course partly due to no 
large expenditure being required to repair or replace any 
large part of the system which might have failed. Certain 
improvements such as a new line from Quissett standpipe to 
the Four Corners have not yet been undertaken, as we be- 
lieve it may be possible to accomplish the desired end by 
lining the existing pipe with cement by the process used at 
the Moors. 


Collections have continued about the same as in past 
years; the total for the year being $73,543.47 out of a total 
commitment of $78,836.30. The water lien law is invoked 
only for accounts over a year old. This method of collection 
increases the expense to the taker and materially increases 
the clerical work in the office, as well as that of the Assessors 
and Tax Collector to whom liened accounts are committed 
by law. 


Bond and interest requirements are steadily being re- 
duced; the total for 1940 being $9,263.75 as compared with 
$14,720.00 for 1939, but additions and replacements of worn 
out units is expected to increase, and as previously noted, the 
need of improved service to Woods Hole and to the eastern 
part of the Town by new mains and possibly a standpipe, will 
call for the expenditure of whatever surplus may have 
accumulated. 


The amount reported in the Town Accountant’s report 
as Water Surplus is always larger at the end of the year and 
includes portions of the annual advance payments of some 
1500 summer takers as well as quarterly advance payments of 
another 1500 takers. With the bulk of our bond payments 
and the expenditures for extensions and improvements which 
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are largest in the early spring, this surplus is materially cut 
down before the new batch of annual charges is made. 


The question of rates is being carefully studied with a 
view to making further reductions whenever warranted. Any 
reductions will probably be by increased allowances or lower 
excess water charges, it being felt that the present minimum 
charge, which is considerably below that prevailing on Cape 
Cod, is as low as consistent with the demands of summer 
takers during the season of peak loads. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

In regard to proposed extensions of the mains which may 
be asked for, we believe that these should be examined care- 
fully having in mind the effect on the system as a whole as 
well as the financial return to the town. It would be poor 
economy to keep on extending lines to outlying districts unless 
the supply mains are capable of feeding them without inter- 
ference with the supply to present takers. 


Following the financial statements will be found the re- 
port of the Chief Engineer of the Pumping Station and tables 
showing water pumped during the year.

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ENGINEER’S REPORT 
January 10, 1940. 
To the Board of Water Commissioners, 


Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit my report for the year 1939. A sub- 
stantial increase in the amount of water pumped the past 
year over that of 1938 will be noted. The amount exceeds 
any previous year with the exception of 1934 which was he- 
fore meters were installed. During the past year considerable 
difficulty has been experienced in getting water into Woods 
Hole standpipe without carrying an excessive high pressure 
at the station; this would indicate the necessity of cleaning 
the mains directly to the standpipe or the installation of a 
booster pump somewhere between the station and standpipe, 
or both. At West Falmouth after cleaning the main to stand- 
pipe last year, a decided drop in head pressure was noted at 
the station, and the standpipes filled much quicker. Long 
Pond remains low for this time of year, and is about 12 inches 
lower than a year ago. 


Engine Room 

The Worthington steam pump has been in operation 
every day the past year, and has delivered an average of 394.6 
gallons of water per pound of coal burned. 

Only minor repairs have been necessary during the year. 
The Sterling gas engines were run considerably through July 
and August to maintain the pressure during the peak load. 
New batteries were installed on one of these units. 

The walls and ceiling of this room were painted during 
the winter, which has greatly improved the appearance and 
makes the room much lighter. All work was done by the 
regular employees. 


Boiler Room 
Both boilers are in good condition at this time. The fur- 
nace brickwork in No. 1 boiler was rebuilt last winter and the 
same repairs are planned for No. 2 furnace this year. The 
small Worthington feed pump will also need repairs this year. 
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Living Rooms 


The hot water tank which was of the old low pressure 
type has been replaced with a new copper tank. Two rooms 
were papered and painted in this part of the plant.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Throughout the past year the Planning Board has, as 
occasion required, held meetings and discussed and made re- 
commendations with regard to all matters submitted for its 
consideration, and as to articles involving changes in the Zon- 
ing By-Law it has given notice and held public hearings, and 
also, at all times, endeavored to notify and hear all parties 
interested and concerned in other articles submitted for its 
consideration. 


The Planning Board is conscious of the continued growth 
of the Town and of various problems in connection therewith 
which should receive careful and studied consideration, not 
only of the Planning Board, but of the citizens of the Town, 
and it has at its meetings discussed the possibility of improve- 
ments to its system of roads and streets with a special regard 
to relieving traffic conditions. It desires to stress the import- 
ance of studied consideration by the residents of Falmouth 
of all proposals for changes to streets or new layouts of streets 
with regard to their general utility and convenience to the 
public as a whole and all such changes or new roads should 
be considered in connection with their value to an efficient 
system of highways. 


Having in mind the necessity for economy in Town ex- 
penditures, the Planning Board has operated for the past few 
years at a minimum expense, and has not felt justified in 
recommending any projects which, although desirable, have 
not seemed immediately essential. 
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While it is the duty of the Planning Board to consider 
and make recommendations with regard to all changes in 
zoning throughout the Town, in this connection the Planning 
Board again wishes to reiterate its warning that all such 
changes should be carefully studied before action is taken 
thereon, in order that Spot Zoning may be avoided, unless 
such Spot Zoning is thoroughly justified, having regard to 
the general development and welfare of the Town as a whole. 


The Planning Board invites the citizens of the Town, at 
all times, to bring before it any suggestions that they may 
have for municipal improvements, and will be pleased to dis- 
cuss the same with them.

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Report of the Park Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Park Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1939. 


We have had a great deal of work to do this past year 
to repair the damage to Parks that was caused by the hur- 
ricane of 1938. 


Extensive grading and seeding had to be done in Fal- 
mouth Heights and a new score board was erected for base 
pall. The season at the Falmouth Bathing Casino was a 
success. 


The Park Commissioners recommend that what remains 
of the Old Bath House be torn down and the land between 
the parking space and the water be graded and seeded. 


The Tennis Courts on the different Parks were used ex- 
tensively this past summer. Settees are being asked for this 
year to be used on different Parks. 


The residents of West Falmouth have requested that a 
fence be erected at Chappaquoit beach between the Eddy 
land and the land owned by the Town of Falmouth. An 
article is in the warrant for this purpose. 


By a unanimous recommendation of the Park Commis- 
sioners we are again asking for a Bath House at Old Silver 
Beach. We feel a Bath House is much needed at this locality 
and would be a great asset to the Town of Falmouth.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meet- 
ing at which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention 
to move such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes 
of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note in 
writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the 
notice of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report. 
Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittees made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general over- 
sight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special 
boards or not; and have the right to make any suggestions 
for the better conduct of the department, board or commit- 
tee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that 
the town may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future re- 
quirements. 
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(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 

(c) Areport of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width, cost of construction and amcunt 
of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners. 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 


year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid. is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
pasis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of the 
Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as “trans- 
portation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation of labor 
shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or per day for 
the actual time consumed by the conveyance in transporting 
the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall 
be charged against the appropriation for that particular work 
on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed 
naming the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empowered 
to consult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before 
payment by the treasurer frorn any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 


Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 
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Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the selectmen 
at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of 
Falmouth, duly approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which 
is printed in a separate booklet). 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to re- 
tire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mittee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 


Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 


their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 
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(Originally approved by the Attorney General April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General March 
10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town, shall travel faster than 15 miles per 
hour. 

Sect. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
" officer. 

Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each of- 
fense. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 

Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersec- 
tion of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire sta- 
tion. 

Sect. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 

Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 

Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 

Sect. 8.. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
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scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 

Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 

(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


QUORUM BY-LAW. 

Two hundred voters shall constitute a quorum at the town 

meetings, except such parts of meetings as are devoted ex- 
clusively to the election of town officers. 


(Approved by Attorney General May 18, 1923). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
Selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 

Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 


302 


to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may make 
such recommendations thereon as it may deem needful. It may 
make investigations and studies relative to new street and 
park developments. It may provide for public lectures and 
other educational work in connection with its recommenda- 
tions. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the carry- 
ing on of its work within the amount of its annual appropri- 
ations. 


Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion 
at least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 

Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare.

BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less than 
nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide oth- 
erwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS. 


Section 1. Chimneys. 

Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 

Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 

Section 2. Fire Stops. 

Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 

(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between 
the furring on the walls and between the studding of all par- 
titions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above 
the floor partition in each story. The space between such 
partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition heads shall 
also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 

(bo) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the ist story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the ist story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling wp to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever story 
constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in 
all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, 
to another or from the horizontal spaces between the floor 
joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 

(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
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stopped to prevent the passage of air. 


(dq) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 

Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, ete. 

Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the own- 
er or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the intent 
to build, reconstruct or alter. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 
7 ft. in height. 

Section 7. Penalty. 

Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 

Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 

Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to carry 
this By-Law into effect.

BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 


Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting 
a copy of the warrant therefor in every postoffice in the 
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Town, at least seven days before the time appointed for such 
meeting. Such further notice of any Town Meeting may be 
given as the Selectmen deed proper. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 


Sect 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 

Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspaper at least seven days before any 
special town meetings the recommendations and estimates of 
all committees (except the finance committee) relating to the 
expenditure of money, upon which action is to be taken. 


Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 

Section 4. 

(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the plat- 
form. 

(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 

(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant.

BY-LAWS AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 

Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, cld metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 
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BY-LAWS AS TO HAWKERS AND PEDLERS 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a 
license therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, 
or any other Board or officer may be designated) provided, 
however, that this section shall not apply to any person who 
sells only fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself 
or his family, or fish which is obtained by his own labor or 
the labor of his family. 

Sect. 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become 
a titizen of the United States. Said license, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay 
therefor a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. 
The fee fixed for such license must not exceed that which a 
license would be required to pay under Section nineteen of 
Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts 
of 1916). 

Sect. 3. No hawker or pedler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chap- 
ter 65 of Revised law, (or in any acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto), until he has recorded his name and 
residence with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may 
be designated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under 
the provisions of the preceding section as hawker or pedler 
of fruits and vegetables shall record his name and residence 
in like manner with such board or officer. 

Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 


Sect. 5. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provid- 
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ed by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn.by him; and every other such hawker and 
pedler as described in Section three, shall provide himselt 
with a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved 
by said (Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. 
Whoever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without 
authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in Sec- 
tion 10 of this by-law. (Any other board or officer may be 
designated in place of the Board of Health.) 


Sect. 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee aS a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancelation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 


Sect. 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed.

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BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 

Approved by the Attorney General March 31, 1931. 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department.
